| ENTOMBED NEARLY A MONTH, 
MINER SENDS NOTE OF HOPE. 


Buried Under Five Hundred Feet of 
Nock, ‘He Writes Friend of Rescue 
Expected Soon, 


Victor, :Colo., Dec. 24. — [Special.}]—~2in- 
tombed 1,000 feet below the earth’s surface 
since Dec. 4, A. D. Bailey, a miner of Ely, 
Nev., has written to a friend here telling of 
his perilous position, but expressing his 
hope of being rescued within the next two 
‘weeks. 

In his letter, sent up a vater tube, mailed, 
and received today by Thomas Hamill, 
Bailey says, in part: 

1am now imprisoned in Alpha shaft. 
On the 4th of this month the shaft caved in. 
Two ef the four men who were working in 
the. pump station are with me and others 
are buried at the bottom of the shaft. The 
shaft caved in at the 400 foot level and we 
are at the 1.000 foot level. The shaft is full 
of dirt up to the cavein, and we are under 
500 feet of solid rock. If all goes well I hope 
to be on top in twelve or fourteen days. 

After the accident we disconnected the 
six inch water column at the pump and they 
are sending our drinking water and rations 
down it. We are living on the best in the 
land, as everybody wants to send us some- 
thing. Wine, cigars, and all kinds of fruits 
are being sent down. They send down our 
supplies in small vessels attached to a rope 
and arranged so as to prevent spills. 

After we got the water column opened 
we connected our phone to the electric cable, 
and we can telephone up and talk to the nen 
on top at any time. 

„Well, brothers, if all is well and the al 
wise Providence stays with us I hope to be 
on the top and see my wife and family in a 
short time. We are above the water level, so 
there is no danger on that Score.“

Point Gained Wher Judge Wood Decides 
Orchard’s Testimony Was Not Gor 
roborated Sufficiently.

Bolse, Idaho, Dee. 24.— Before hearing ar- 
gument on the motion for an instructed ver- 
dict of acquittal, filed by the defendant in 
the Pettibone trial today, Judge Wood stated 
there had not been sufficient corroboration 
of Orchard's testimony on the killing of Gov. 
Steunenberg to warrant a conviction. 

He also said corroboration was necessary 
to establish a conspiracy, and invited argu- 
ment as to whether or not such corroboration 
hed been given by the state, and whether or 
not the defendant had been connected with 
that conspiracy. 

The conclusions of the court mean that 
either the jury will be instructed for acquittal 
or that the trial will proceed on the proposi- 
tion that the state is not required to connect 
Pettibone with the Steunenberg murder, it 
being only necessary to show that a conspir- 
acy to murder existed.

THE AMERICAN HEART. 

The physicians of Chicago and many 
other American cities say that deaths 
from heart disease are increasing out 
of all proportion to the growth in popn- 
lation. They lay it to the intensity of 
modern business life; to the tendency of 
men to overdo in their work and their 
play and to too much eating and drinking. 
Late suppers, coffee, tobacco, automo- 
bile rides are also condemned as ene- 
mies of the heart and shorteners of life. 

When the doctors are asked if any- 
thing can be done to lessen the mortality 
from heart disease they have d ready 
answer. It is that if people will retura 
to the simple life all will be well. But 
they add sadly that that is advice men 
will not or cannot take. They gave the 
same advice a few years ago when they 
were telling Americans that they were 
living under too great stress and strain 
and would all be nervously -prostrated if 
they did not slacken their pace. The ad- 
vice was not taken then, and similar ad- 
vice will not be taken now. An individ- 
ual here and there may change his ways, 
but the community as a whole will go 
on at the old rate of speed. 

No doubt the figures giving the deaths 
from heart disease in Chicago and other 
cities are correct, but they would be more 
instructive if one knew how many of the 
decedents were men who have been lead- 
ing the strenuous business life which is 
said to be so hard on the heart and how 
many of them were day laborers who did 
not earn enough to be addicted to per- 
sistent overeating. . 7 

One would like to know whether there 
has been any increase in the death rate 
from heart disease among those who 
come nearest to living the simple life 
the men and women on the farms. If 
so, city folks would not better themselves 
much if they were to®take the advice the 
physicians give them free of charge. 

The subject is an interesting and also 
a painful one. It ought not to have 
been sprung upon the public on the eve 
of the holidays when nobody wishes 1% 
have his pleasure marred by unpleasant 
sights or thoughts. A better time could 
have been found to prescribe “ the simple 
life.” There are a great many who 
lead it—some of them unwillingly. When 
the doctors return to tthe discussion of the 
question perhaps they will state. how 
many of those who lead that kind of life 
die of heart disease. 


WHO FOUND JOHNSON? 

Ool. Charles H. Grasty, editor of the 
Baltimore News, having written in his 
newspaper that Col. Henry Watterson, 
editor of the Oourier- Journal, was re- 
sponsible for the discovery of Col. John 
A. Johnson, governor of Minnesota, has 
kindled the ire and anger of that versatile 
palmetto editor, Col. William A. Hemphill 
of the Charleston News and Courier. ‘Col. 
Hemphill allows that he is the man who, 
on a clondy day for the democracy, lifted 
a veil and lo! there stood Johnson. 

Col. Hemphill relates that way back 
yonder, soon after the sage of Hsopus 
had quit polities, he scanned certain elec- 
tion returns and, on reading them, thought 
long and seriously. He telegraphéd Min- 
nesota and got information about the 
newly elected governor. Then he went 
to his office and let his moving finger 
write. He said things about Johnson. 

Some few months ago the country was 
startled by editorials in Col. Watterson's 
inimitable palladium of liberty announ- 
cing that a real, up to date, unafraid, mil- 
itant democrat had been found. He could 
sweep the country. His aim was true, his 
heart bold. He could shoot the heart out 
of the worst political storm that ever was 
brewed. His name, after weeks of con- 
cealment on the part of the Star Eyed 
Goddess, was Johnson. People read of 
Col. Johnson and marveled much. Col. 
Watterson was a real Columbus at last. 

But along comes the South Carolina 
editor who sweeps the sails from the Ken- 
tuckian’s ships. He points out that he 
found Johnson when that individual was 
in his political ewaddling clothes, when 
the bib was white around his neck, and 
the rattles and toys scattered promiscu- 
ously over the floor. Col. Hemphill re- 
sents the claim that he was not the first 
wet nurse to this northwestern prodigy.

fices so as just not to be late. Their 
schedules are disarranged if they have to 
walk an unexpected quarter or half mile 
or to wait for the next.train. Naturally 
they object, and they have a right to 
object, when the company has broken its 
distinct promise to carry them to a partic- 
ular point in a particular car. 

Accidents happen sometimes which 
make it impossible to keep such a prom- 
ise. If a surface or an elevated road is 
blocked and the movement of trains de- 
layed it may be necessary to turn back 
some of them before they have reached 
their journey’s end. In such a case no 
passenger can with reason find fault with 
the company, nor ‘will he complain if he 
is-told why it cannot live up to its con- 
tract with him. 

Every effort should be made by the 
men who operate elevated and surface 
roads to keep faith with passengers. 
Every car should have a conspicuous sign 
setting forth its destination, and it should 
run as far as the sign says it is going.

His behavior in the matter contrasts favor- 
ably with that of King Louis Bonaparte of 
Holland, who was never tired of repudiating 
his paternity of that son of his wife. Queen 
Hortense, who subsequently aseénded the 
throne of France as Napoleon III., and with 
the conduct of the Grand Duke Louis II. 
of Hesse, who declined even to meet his 
wife’s youngest daughter, much less receive 
her at the court of Darmstadt, until, unbe- 
known to him, she had captured the heart 
and the hand of the heir to one of the great- 
est thrones of the old world—namely, that of 
Russia.

Freemasons lose an enthusiastic member 
of their craft in ths death of King Oscar, 
who had belonged to the brotherhood from 
the time of his attaining manhood, and who 
was the grand master of the order in his 
dominions. 

It was he, by the bye, who initiated King 
Edward, then prince of Wales, as a free- 
mason in 1868, the ceremony taking place 
at Stockholm. All King Oscar's sons are 
masons, though none of them has been to 
such an extent identified with the order or 
has taken so active a part in its affairs 
as himeelf. 

I may say here that the objection of the 
papacy to the election of the Oxford grad- 
uate and naturalized Italian citizen, Ernest 
Nathan, to the office of mayor of Rome is 
not because he is a professing Jew, but be- 
cause he has been grand master of the free- 
masons of Italy.

The present pope’s intimate friendship with 
the Deputy Romanin Jacur, a universally 
respected Jewish citizen of Venice, ie weil 
known; while it may be recailed that Leo 
XIII., ih acknowledging the telegraphic 
message received from the anti-Semitic ‘ 
mayor of Vienna, Dr. Lueger, when presiding 
at a Catholic congress in the Austfian capi- 
tal, stated he had received with profound 
satisfaction the good wishes of the congress 
and of its president for the reéstablishment 
of the temporal power of the papacy, but 
that he deplored and strongly disapproved 
Dr. Lueger’s agitation against the Jews, 
which he regarded as calculated to bring 
about what he was pleased to describe as 
n fratricidal war.” 

The first member of the Jewish race who 
ever obtained a European title of nomility 
received it at the hands of a pope—namely, 
Leo XI.—who in 1116 raised to the patriciate 
a Jew of the name of Perieoni. 

The latter at the time of his death filled 
the office of prefect of Rome while still a 
professing Jew, a dignity which may be re- 
garded as the medieval counterpart of that 
now filled by his coreligionist, Ernest Na- 
than. 

One of Perleont’s sons, who had become 
converfed to the Roman Catholic church, 
ascended the papal #hrone toward the mid- 
dle of the twelfth century under the title of 
Anacletus II., while a daughter of old Per- 

leon!, also a convert, married King Roger 
of Sicily, to whom almost every one of the 
now reigning houses of Europe traces its 
ancestry. 
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The kaiser and his government are being 
freely abused for their alleged oppressive 
treatment of the Poles in the eastern por- 
tion of the kingdom. But those who are 
disposed to tax the emperor with harshness 
have no conception of the conduct on the 
part of the Poles which has called forth and 
provoked the severity of the Prussian au- 
thorities. 

The Polish population, occupying a prov- 
ince of the kingdom which has often been 
described as the most vulnerable point of 
the defenses of the German empire in the 
event of a war with Russia, have all along 
treated their German fellow-citizens as foes. 

Should a Prussian country gentleman in 
the province of Posen pay a visit to a Polish * 
neighbor, the latter, while he might receive 
him or shut the door in his face, would never 
dream of returning the call. 

If Prussian officers are quartered in the 
house of a Pole during the military maneu- 
vers the ladies would not think fora moment 
of appearing at dinner, while the master of 
the house, although providing for the wants 
of his unwelcome guests, would, in nine cases 
out of ten, keep out of sight.

“ LITTLE TRAVELERS AROUND THE 
WORLD ” (Barnes) is an example of a poor 
use of a good idea. The young reader is 
taken around the world on an itinerary that 
might be improved upon and shown some of 
the principal industries of the different peo- 
ples, some of their characteristics, their man- 
ner of life, and their pastimes. There is room 
for large improvement fn the reading matter, 


but the chief fault will be found with the 


illustrations, which, in a book for young 
readers, should be of almost as much con- 
cern us the text. This book is provided with 
a number of full page pictures, many of them 
colored, but not in a way to cultivate a 
child’s sense of beauty; and many line draw- 
ings are scattered over the pages, but both 
are faulty in their drawing and in some cases 
do not fit into the text. G. Bonawits and 
Helen Coleman are the authors. 


Many of the books in Macaulay’s Hdbrary 
possess an interest and value because of the 
notes which he wrote in the margins. Often 
these take the form of a running commentary 
on a book, which, like Miss Seward's letters, 
has no interest for us save as they show the 
activity of the reader’s mind or they conati- 
tute a small mass of criticism and apprecia- 
tion on Shakspeare, or the Greek and Latin 
classics. Wherever they are they show the 
acumen and wide knowledge which we have 
long associated with Macaulay’s name. Sir 
G. O. Trevelyan has made a selection of these 
marginal notes, which Longmans, Green & 
Co, publish. They should be of interest to 
students and an addition to Macaulay’s works 
in the library. (THE MARGINAL NOTES OF 
LORD MACAULAY.) 


‘The Scribners publish a volume of Thomas 
Nelson Page's short stories. As the title, 


„UNDER THE CRUST,” suggests, they 


raise the veneer of conventional life and read 
the hearts of men and women that He beneath 
it. Now it is the heart of a man, who, sick 
of the exhausting toil of the city, leads a life 
of solitude in the western mountains and yet 
claims to be the richeat men in the worid. 
Or it is the tact and generosity of a city bred 
woman which opens more doors in an ex- 
clusive though humble community than her 
wealth. The stories which have already 
appeared in our periodical litegature scarcely 
need comment. The author's name is both an 
introduction and a guarantee of their char- 
acter and the enjoyment that awaits the 
reader of them. 


The circumstance at the bottom of E. F. 
Benson's SHEA VES (Doubleday, Page 
& Co.) is the mating of a couple widely differ- 
ing in age. The woman, though still hand- 
some, has had her romance, and it has left 
more sad than pleasant memories; the man 
is about eixteen years her junior, the pos- 
essor of a fine, well trained voice. The two 
are deeply in love and marry, the women 
accepting it as her mission to prod her hus- 
band’s siothful ambition until he reaps the 
success which is hie for the asking, if he 
would but bestir himself. The story is one 
of those we read for the pleasure of redding, 
for the pictures it presents, for the life that 
is reflected in its pages, for ee likablenese of 
its characters.
